Important Amendments by 
Council Committee. 


31 CHANGFS RECOMMENDED 


RATE OF SPEED AT WHICH TROL- 
LEY CARS MAY TRAVEL. 


Consideration of the Amended Bill Will 
e Had at the Next Meeting—A 
New Transit Franchise Is 
Granted. 


The council committee on railroads Tues- 
day night reported favorably bill No. 70, 
known as the street railway bill, and also a 
correlative measure creating the office of 
street railway supervisor. 

The committee recommended 31 amend- 
ments. An important amendment is one 
which provides that the time schedules 
fixed by the bill may be changed at any 
time on application of the company, ap- 
proved by the mayr, president of the City 
Council and the street railway supervisor. 

The other most important amendment is 
one altering the rate of speed at which 
street cars must travel. 

The original section provided that be- 
tween the hours of 8:30 a. m. and 4:30 p. m., 
cars should be not to exceed four minutes 
apart. The amendment makes the time six 

The section relating to the running of 
cars from 6:30 p. m. until midnight Is 
amended to six minutes instead of five, as 
provided in the q@'ginal section. 

These schedules refer only to cars with- 
in the “central district.’”’ This district is 
bounded by the river, Arsenal street, Grand 
avenue and East Grand avenue. 

An amendment to the schedules for cars 
outside this district raises the time between 
cars from five to six minutes between thé 
hours of 5:30 and 8:30 a. m. and 6:30 and 
7 p. m. 

Tt also raises the time between cars from 
8:30 a. m. to 5:30 p. m. and from 7 p. m. 
to midnight, from six minutes, as provided 
in the original bill, to seven. 

Another amendment reported by the com- 
mittee provides that a conductor need not 
stop his car if it, contains no unoccupied 
seats and there is another car within 300 
feet in the rear. 

Conaideration of the amended bill went 
over until the next meeting.

“Bad Jack"? Williams will depart Wednes- 
day night for Phenix, Ariz. to become a 
citizen of the cactus country, along with 
Doc Peets, Enright and the other noted 
characters who inhabit the Wolfville of Dan 
Quin and frequent the Red Light saloon. 

“Bad Jack" goes away for his health. It 
is not particulagly healthful for a tender- 
feet from the far East of St. Louis to 
touch and tackle Tucson, Tombstone, Phe- 
nix and such cities of the arid Arizona. 
where the six-shooter circulates and the 
bowle bobs unserenely. 

gut “Bad Jack”’ is hardly a tenderfoot, 
even though he will be, to the Arizcnan, 
a far easterner. Out in Arizona a Miassou- 
rian is an easterner; and a New Yorker its 
a foreigner. 

Where Williams 

Can Hold His Own. 

If any one thinks that Williams of St. 
Iouis will be invited up to the bar cf the 
Red Light and compelled to drink seven 
draughts of doom, yclept red-eye, and then 
constrained to dance a Suburban Garden 
jig to the tune of popping pistols in the 
hands of Pizen Pete, Arizona Ike and the 
Cactus Kid, that person's lightning calcu- 
lator is out of order. 

It is a safe throw that “Bad Jack’ will be 
able to hold his own against the Arizona 
bad man, and his friends are not worrying 
on that score. 

Williams is just the sort of citizen who 
can prevall out in Arizona. His health is 
broken down, and he thinks he can recuper- 
ate out there. After a fortnight’s stop in 
El Paso, Tex., on the way, he will proceed 
to Phenix and strive to arise out of t 
ashes of his strenuous career in St. Louls. 
It is said by his friends that it is the 
strenuosity of this careor that has put 
Williams on the blanket. 

“Jack never sleeps,”’ says one. ‘He al- 
ways has a high old time all day; and then 
he has another high old time all night. I 
never knew him to go to sleep, and I have 


years now.” 

John B. Willlams acquired the sobriquet 
of ‘“‘Bad Jack"’ a few years ago, after fig- 
uring in a picturesque shooting affair in 
the streets of St. Louls. 

Bullets from Williams’ revolver _ killed 
two men, Edward Kassebaum and “Bud” 
Pearce, the latter a negro. The affair took 
place at Hebert street and Grand avenue, 
March 16, 1899, the trouble having started 
at a polling place in the Nineteenth ward. 
The Republican primaries were being held, 
and Julius Lehmann, who was convicted 
of perjury a few months ago, was a can- 


didate for the House of Delegates. 

Jack Williams, who had been a policeman 
and a city detective until his dismissal a 
year before for associating with characters 
who were under the police ban, went to the 
polls with several men of the class just 
mentioned. 

Edward Dammann, a Republican politi- 
cian, is said to have fired the first shot. 
Williams and his crowd retreated to a sa- 
loon and shortly emerged. 

It is said that Frederick Gastrof was be- 
hing a “-"~ pole, trying to shoot at 
Williams, but his weapon was out of or- 
der. Williams sprang to the middle of the 
street. Pistols were drawn on all sides. 
Williams fired three times at Gastrof, but 
missed him. His bullets struck down 
Kassebaum and Pearce. Then he retreated, 
knocked down a detective who tried to ar- 
rest him, and rode to the Four Courts ona 
street car and surrendered. 

For the killing of these two men Williams 
was tried and acquitted. 

later he opened a saloon at Nineteenth 
and Chestnut streets, in partnership with 
William Condon, who was shot and killed 
last winter by Detective George Williams, 
in resisting arrest. 

Jack Williams became involved in another 
shooting affray during the winter—the 
wounding of Joseph Graham, which was a 
police department scandal! for some weeks. 
Finally Jack Williams, Louie Fingering and 
Jack Seifert were arrested, charged with 
the shooting, and indictments for assault 
to kill were returned. 

The first trial" resulted In a hung jury, 
and the cases were continued, and are still 
pending. 

Jack Williams is a protege of Ed Butler, 
the political ‘‘boss’’ now under indictment 
for attempted bribery. Butler took a fancy 
to Williams when he was a little boy. sent 
him to scohol, put him at the anvil to learn 
the blacksmith’s trade, and otherwise aid- 
ed him. 

It is said to have been through the in- 
fluence of Butler that Williams was ap- 
pantee to the police force tn March. 1896. 
iis promotion was rapid. In a month he 
was a full patrolman. Ina year he was a 
detective on Chief Desmond's staff and 
made a reputation as an efficient sleuth. 

One of Jack Williams’ efforts itn law-en- 
forcements while he was on Desmond’a 
staff is still the topic of conversation when 
personal prowess is mentioned.
